WASHINGTON W -Prcsldent El­ 
senhower ha* rhnllrnged Itus-sia lo 
make a “significant" contribution 
to w orld peace bv pulling Its 
armed force* out of Hungary. 
The President sent his challenge 
directly to Suvict Premier Nikolai 
A Bulganin. 
He did so in replying to a Nov. 17 
letter from Bulganin which called 
for a five-power "Commit Confer­ 
ence" to end deadlocked negotia­ 
tions on disarmament. 


MR. EISENHOWER rejected the 
Idea of a meeting on disarmament 
between himself. Bulganin and the 
prime ministers of Britain, France 
and India 
The President said continued ne­ 
gotiations within the United Na­ 
tion* "seem more likely to pro­ 
duce" results and that the United 
States will make further disarma­ 
ment proposals there. 
He also rebuked what he called 
Russia's attempt to dismiss as a 
"slanderous 
c a m p a i g n " 
the 
"world's Indignant reaction to the 
Soviet armed actions against the 
people of Hungary ” 


THE PRESIDENT loid Bulganin 
that if Russia wants to make "a 
aignificant step toward reduction" 
of world tensions, it should bow to 
a United Nations resolution and 
pull its troops out of Hungary. 
He noted that Britain, France 
and Israel have abided by U N. 
demands to end the Suez fighting 
and said Russia should follow their 
example.

Salzburg At these staging areas 
the refugees are classified as to 
security, health and desired des­ 
tination I had thought that only 
the United Stales was spy-con­ 
scious 
"Goodness, 
no!”

claim ed a British official. "E v­ 
erybody Is!" 
BY THE TIME the refugees 
reach 
Salzburg or Vienna, al­ 
ternative 
assembly 
points 
for 
further processing, they are in 
the hands of the Intergovern­ 
m ental Committee for European 
Migration (ICEM *. a pool of 27 
nations which has been iroving 
refugees since February. 
I9S2. 
ICEM's task Is to find out where 
the m igrants want to go and if. 
and when, they can go there 
It surprised me to learn that 
all the em igrants did not in- 
stanU.v and simultaneously elect 
America as their land of choice. 
But the figures supplied to m e 
by Clifford Wyatt, acting chief 
of the ICEM office at Salzburg, 
showed that as of Dec. 20. the 
United States had taken 11.000 
and other ICEM countries had 
taken «1.000 refugees. 
Switzer­ 
land had taken 10.000. Germany 


It 000. the United Kingdom 12,­ 
000. and so on 
THESE PRE-CHRISTMAS to­ 
tals are not altogether fair, since 
the U. S. will finally accept not 
less than 21.000 
and 
posaibly 
more 
when 
Congress 
has 
a 
chance to act: but the figures do 
Indicate that the rest of the nnn- 
Communist world is doing 
its 
share. This is 
partly 
because 
West Europe, particularly G er­ 
many, is extremely prosperous 
and needs skilled persons 
As the refugee tide is running 
st this writing, the high concen­ 
tration of students and young 
lechnicians would be a bargain 
for any country in need of skilled 
labor An ICEM official told m e 
hr had received the impression, 
'alter interrogating refugees, that 
there was a method behind the 
accent on youth 
Having punched an escape hatch 
in the Iron Curtain, he said, the 
Hungarians 
were 
deliberately 
giving young people with their 
longer life expectancy a chance 
to go first. Another explanation, 
he said, was that the threat of 
deportation to Siberia is aim ed 
mainly at the young who would 
run any risk to avoid that. 
THE REFUGEES WOULD not 
get a fair start 
in 
their 
new 
homes without the help of their 
religious 
and 
ethnic 
brethren. 
Anyone in America desiring to 
help can do 
so 
most 
directly 
through such groups as National 
Catholic Welfare.

In Europe, as I have seen it

that the latest French reaction 
to Suez, and their resulting gas­ 
oline shortage is to slash the 
tires and puncture the gas tanks 
of American cars parked outside 
the big PX in Paris. There have

American uni­ 
form. Some Air Force base com­ 
manders are discouraging their

from 
going Into 
French 
towns and cities 
SUCH BEHAVIOR coming In 
this year of grace may • prove 
either that the French are a race 
of Ingrates or that we in the U. 
S should do our good works for

sake, 
expecting no 
gratitude As It happens, we are 
the 
only 
nation 
with 
enough 
money, energy, planes and ships 
to move these refugees long dis­ 
tances from the cluttered up hu­ 
man depots In Austria. We phys­ 
ically have done all that is pos­ 
sible. in ihe face of s very bad 
European winter, and we mor­ 
ally could not have done less.

senting the least number of peo­ 
ple are capable of voting 
the 
proposition into law. 
Well, Hy Ranes, our planning 
director, has the problem of com­ 
ing up with a re-districting. Why 
the planning commission of the 
city was given the task, is bo- 
yond the comprehension of my 
cranial ability. But they do havo 
an answer. 
It Is said that tho 
council would like to know just 
where all of the voters live. 


THAT'S A GOOD one if I ever 
heard one. 
And perhaps the rea­ 
soning may be just as uncanny to 
you as well. 
All our good Mayor 
or City M anager had to do was 
to call the county registrar of vot­ 
ers and the lopsided p i c t u r e 
could have been quickly ascer­ 
tained 
Ju st as quickly as tho 
one I outlined for you all above. 
As it looks now. however, there 
does exist a possibility that two 
councilmen may be out of jobo 
when and if a re-districting plan 
is adopted. This will come about 
when Section 14 in district two is 
divided.
